It has been 
dangled before our eyes continually for 
sixteen years pastas a sufficient reason 
for submitting without protest, censure 
or rebuke to whatever the Democratic 
bosses of Missouri may choose to do or 
leave undone. 

Now, when the country at large has un- 
mistakably rebuked such tactics on the 
part of the Republicans, it is about time 
for Democrats to put astop to such non- 
sense on the part of their bosses in this 
State. 

For the wrongs it did in the unjointed 
time of its ascendency in Missouri, the 
Republican party was quickly rebuked 
and defeated by a revolt of its own voters. 
For eighteen years no Republican, not 
even one of those who helped to punish 
their party for its sins against the people 
of the State, has been permitted to hold a 
State office. 

The argument that only one party could 
be trusted with the Government at Wash- 
ington was used in vain against the Demo- 
crats four years ago. The defeat of the 
Republicans then, after their long lease 


of power, was for the good of their party, 


most probably, and certainly for the good 


of the country. When the supporters of a 


Democratic State ticket have to rely on 


that same exploded argument to perpetu- 


ate the ascendency of a boss machine in 
local affairs, instead of proposing or doing 
something for the welfare of the people 
and to renew their confidence, it is time 
for the manhood of the people to assert it- 
self by administering a resounding rebuke 
to such leaders at the polis. Neither 
Missouri nor the Union is absolutely de- 
pendent on any one party or set of party 
leaders for good government or for honest 
and patriotic service. 


THE APPEAL OF THE BOSSES. 

The piteous appeal made by Boss 
Francis to the Democratic voters to come 
to his rescue next Tuesday shows the straits 
to which his alliance with the St. Louis 
ring has brought the Occasional Mayor. 

His plea is made ostensibly for the 
Democratic party, but it is false and 
specious. In reality the pleais for the 
Democratic bosses, who are working for 
the suecess of Mr. Francis in order to 
increase and extend their corrupt power 
over the State. 

It has already been sufficiently revealed 
how the bosses use their nominating 
power, They useitto hold up and rob 
the Democrats who want office.

TOLD WITH TREMBLING LIPS. 


Robert Packingham, a 16-Year-Old Boy, 
Swearing Away His Father’s Life. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drrarcn. 

New Ton, November 3.—There were tears 
inthe eyes of some of the jurors and the Re- 
corder’s face hardened yesterday as Robert 
Packingham, the 16-year-old son of Patrick 
Packingham, sat in the witness chair in the 
Court of General Sessions and told with 
trembling lips the story of the terrible murder 
of his mother.

CAUGHT AT LAST. 


The Fire-Bug Who Has Been Operating in 

Mercerbyrg, Pa. 

By Telegraph to the Posr-Diera ven. 
CHAMBERSBURG, Fa., November 3.—For some 
time past Mercerburg has been térrorized by a 
gang of incendaries. During the three months 
pas ten stables and several very fine dwell- 
ings and stores were destroyed, the loss foot- 
ing near $100,000. Tne Oouncil on Thursday 
offered a reward of $1,000 for the arrest of the 
offender or offenders. Yesterday they suc- 
eceded in unearthing the mystery which bas 
been puzzling them s long. Oharles F. Fen- 
drick, a son of Philip Fendrick, a leading 
hotel-keeper of Mercerburg, was arrested and 
charged with the crime.

A TERRIBLE SUICIDE. 


Mrs. Sarah Ribbe Barmore Cuts Her Throat 
and Shoots Herself. 


Nrack, N. T., November 3.—Mrs. Sarah 
Ribbe Barmore, one of the best-known women 
in Rockland County, committed suicide yes- 
terday. Her home was in a wild but pleasant 
spot near the Hook Mountain, where, so far 
as known, she lived happily.

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FROLICS AT THE FAIR, 


HOW THE GUESTS OF THE SAN ANTONIO EX- 
POSITION WILL BE AMUSED. 


St. Louis Enterprise in Texas—A Splendid 
Exhibit From This City—Entertaining the 
Guests—Frontier Sports—Tailing Cattle— 
Tying Down—Throwing the EB iata—Mex- 


ico Against Texas. 


HE fair, which is to 
open at San Anto- 
nio, Tex., on the 
13th of this month, 
said Thomas B. 
Goad of San Anto- 
nio, who is at the 
Laclede, ‘‘will be in 
many respects the 
; interesting 


Southwest. The Aus- 
tin fair was entirely 
overshadowed by 
| militia features, and 
— exhibits of other 
kinds were comparatively neglected. We of 
San Antonio have learned wisdom from the 
experience of our neighbors, and will not al- 
low any single feature to assume undue prom- 
inence. Exhibitors from all parts of 
the country,will be represented, but out- 
side of Texas itself the most 
important features of the fair will be those 
presented by St. Lonisans. This city has 
more trade with Southwestern Texas than 
any other in the country, and the enterprise 
shown by the St. Louis merchants in bringing 
their wares to public attention will add at 
least W per cent to their already large busi- 
ness. No foreign exhibitors have shown any- 
thing like the liberality of those of St. Louis, 
and the latter wili find that their enterprise 
has not been wasted. 

One of the features of the fair, of which I 
have special charge and to which I have given 
a creat deal of attention, believing that it will 
prove of much interest will be the exhibition 
of Mexican and Texan frontier sports and ex- 
ercises. Of course nearly all of these are ex 
hibitions of horsemanship and th@’manner of 


handling cattle. One prize wil | given to 


the man most expert in throwing cattle from 
the saddle. This is a feat requiring nota lit- 
tle skill, in which the Mexicans are peculiarly 
expert. It is technically termed tan 
ing.’’ The horseman rides behind the 
animal of which he ig in chase, 


grasps the tail, — it under one of the 
hind legs, generally the left, and by a strong 
heave throws the animal completely over. 
This feat does not require so much strength 
as one would 1 ae as 1 have seen Mex- 
ican boys not years of uge and of light 
frame, perform it to perfection. But if the 
jerk is pee at the wrong time or the horse is 
not well trained and bears away from the bull 
instead of toward it, the rider is thrown head- 
long from his saddie, and is lucky if he es- 
capes with a rough fall. In this sport the 
competition will be very sharp, as many of 
the best Texas cowmen have entered and will 
give the Mexicans from Tamalipas, where this 
sport flourishes, all they can do to hold their 
own. 

The process of roping and tying down cat- 
tle will also call forth sharp competition, as 
this is a departmentin which the Texas cow- 
boys justly claim superiority over all the rest 
ofthe world. Strength as well as skill is re- 
quired in this, andto their greatly superior 
payee ue the Americans owe theirsupremacy, 

he rival will be principally between the 
Pan Handie men and those of the Rio Grands, 
the Northerners cluiming that the skill of 
the men on the southern ranges was decreas- 
ed with the reduction in the range acreage, 
an idea which the Southern men fiercely con- 
tradict. This contest will bring out at least 
forty men on each side and will be most 
sharply-fought. 

**One of the most interesting features of the 
cattle display.“ Mr. Goad went on to say, 
‘*will be the exhibition of throwing the riata. 
In this the Texans, although yielding the palm 
to no Americans, and aliowing to the Califor- 
nians alone the honors of rivalry, admit their 
inferiority to the Mexicans in the finer points 
ofthe art. Every Texan who has handled cat- 
tle knows enough tothrow ariata around the 
neck or horns of a running animal, but none 
can compete with the best Mexicans. To 
rope a steer is easy enough after 
a little practice, butthere are some intrica- 
cies in*‘iassoing which are very hard to learn. 
A common trick among the Mexicans is: to 
throw the rawhide rope so that it will pass 
over the neck of a steer and form a loop in the 
lower end of which a forefoot is caught. This 
will bring the most rebellious bull to terms in 
an instant, as bis knee fs drawn up to his 
chin, and no por of locomotion remains. 
To throw the © so that it will 
fall accurately mn this double loop 
while the horse and steer are going 
atfullspeed calls for wonderful expertness, 
and few Americans can perform the feat, al- 
though every first-class vaquero from across 
the Rio Grande is proficient at it. To catch a 
cow by apy foot that may be required is an 
easy matter, but it isa different thing to en- 
tangle one fore and one hind foot in the rope 
at the same cast.
